AMADOR CITY. 


An old man named August Hodburg 


was killed by a tree falling on him on 
the Plasse ranch, 
four miles south of 


Jackson, in the early part of last week. 
The 
man 
was employed as a wood- 


chopper 
by Plasse 
Bros., and lived 


alone in a cabin about a mile and a half 
from the Plasse residence. 
Ithad been 


customary 
for him to put in an ap- 


pearance 
at the Plasse place every Sun- 


day morning to get provisions and also 
papers. 
Last Sunday he failed to ap- 


pear as usual, and the Plasses 
began to 


surmise 
that 
something 
was 
amiss. 


Monday morning Louis Plasse and his 
sister Alicestarted out to sco what was 
tho matter. 
They visited Hodburg's 


cabin, and found itin a condition that 
indicated that itbad not been occupied 
forseveral days. 
They then returned 


home 
and 
informed 
their 
brother 


Maurice, and a search was commenced 
for the missing man. 
They found the 


old man's body withthe limbof a tree 
across the head, 
crushing- 
tho skull. 


The circumstances 
surrounding 
indi- 


cated tho manner in which the wood- 
choppor had met his death. 
Ho had 


been engaged in felling the tree which 
crubhed out his life. He cut oil the 
branches, 
except ono stout limb,about 


6 inches 
through. 
After cutting the 


trunk almost through, he evidently sat 
down to partake of his lunch, 
at 
the 


same time taking a boot off to rest his 
foot, which he was accustomed 
to do. 
It is supposed 
that after eating his 


lunch he stretched hiinsolf out to sleep. 
The weightof the projecting limb, aided 
perhaps by a puff of wind, pulled the 
tree over, tho limb striking Hodburg 
over the head, killing him instantly. 
He had evidently laid in that position 
several days, as the body was in a ter- 
riblestate of decomposition, 
and the 


buzzards 
wero hovering around 
the 


scene of the accident. 
Coroner Gritton 


was notified and repaired to the spot, 
but concluded that it was unnecessary 
to hold an inquest. 
The remains wore 


buried near the spot where tho body 
was found. 
Deceased 
was a native of 


France, 70 years of age. 
He had 
been 


working for the Plasse brothers 
for 


the past fifteen months, 
and had also 


worked for them years before. 
Owing 


to his advanced ago Lo was unable to 
do more than earn a bare living by 
cutting wood. He had no property, 
and no relatives as far as known in the 
country.

treating allinthe place before going, 
and then was takon by nightwatchman 
Parker and Lodged injail. 


Ray was taken to the Central hotel, 


and Drs. Endicott and Gall were called. 
It was at first thought that the vrounds 
behind tho shoulder 
were superficial, 


apd made by one shot; the theory be- 
ing that the ball struck 
tho shoulder 


blade, and was deflected, and came out 
a few inches from the pointof entrance.

went to him and

to pacify him; told him

thereupon witha strong effort seized 
Gregory with hißleft hand, and hurled 
him through the swinging doors into 
the card room. 
Atthe same 
time he 


drew his pistol and commenced 
shoot- 


ing, apparently 
aiming at'Meehan's 


head. 
The first shot 
wont over his 


head and lodged inthe inside casing of 
the front door, about 9 feet from the 
Moor. 
Asecond shot followed immedi- 


ately. 
Frank Burgin, who was behind 


the bar during the melee, says a streak 
of firepassed close to Meehan 's head, 
and ho saw the hair raised by the cur- 
rent of air caused by the flight of the 
bullet.

door, 
and 
struck 
the 
canvas 


awning in front of the porch. 
The 


two men grappled and fellon the floor, 
Fallon on top. In this position two 
more shots were fired at short range, 
the pistol being held close to Meeban's 
back, just below the leftshoulder. The 
shots entered within three inches of 
each other, one wound showing powder 
marks, and being considerably 
larger 


than the usual entrance 
wound of a 


pistolshot. 
Afifthshot 
was fired as 


the two men were on the floor;this ball 
making a flesh wound inthe left arm, 
and burying itselfInthe floor.

reflect tbat in using burning sulphur to 
purify a room after a fever case 
we 


have to use it in such 
a way and in 


such proportion tbat itisimpossible for 
any persouvto remain In the room at 
all. 


Itis in this way cold may act as an 


antiseptic 
when it is used to preserve 


meat aud fish. There is no destruction, 
but only arrest of germ life. Ifwe wish 
to killmicrobes, therefore, we not only 
have to use a disinfectant but we must 
employ itin proper proportions and see 
that it thoroughly 
attacks 
the germs 


we wish to destroy. It is for tbis rea- 
son 
that all attempts 
to kill germs 


which tbe air may contain are worse^ 
than useless. We cannot "disinfect" the 
air. Ifwe could do so, we should re- 
quire to saturate tbe air withour germ- 
icide to sucb an extent tbat to breathe 
itwould killus. 


When tbe effect of the acid has worn 


off and disappeared, 
we see 
tbe paste 


going to tbe bad as rapidly as Ifithad 
not been treated antiseptically 
at all.
